Even this in- 
craaia of spead is uot enough to satisfy 
the public, but it is a big gain and will 
ba appreciated. One good thing that 
railroad competition across the conti- 
nent is doing is this "stirring up" of 
tha old Pacific lines, both in matters of 
spead and accommodation of and con- 
sideration for the public. Erer since 
tha first road was completed the slow 
rate of spaed at which its trains have 
run, ha» been a source of annoyance 
and complaint on tha part of travelers, 
who, with the Eastern railroads have 
dena all they could to induce an im 
proveoiant, but without success. The 
uniform rate of express trains, w» be- 
lieva, iu about twenty miles an hour, 
which is somewhere in the vicinity of 
freight tima on tha progressive roads of 
the East. It is an economical rate, as 
it raquirea little coal and watsr to draw 
train and the wear and tear of track 
•nil rolling stock is reduced to (lie uiin 
imum; but it is not fast enough for this 
•go and the swift moviog West. So 
long as tha railroads had no othsr com 
petition than ox teams they could run 
•t whatever speed they pleased. For- 
tunately competition is hnvitig its affect. 
One of these daya tiains will have to 
move at a rata that will be reasonably 
satisfactory to those who ride in them, 
aud if any road objects tc the tima it 
will have to fall to tha rear, while tha 
miora enterprising Unas cuptur* tha 
carrying business. The Northern Pa- 
cific, the Union Pacific, the Denvar and 
Bio Grande, and the Southern Pacific, 
will be apt to spur each other up and 
keep all on the alert to please those \vhu 
patroniza railroads. It is not out of tha 
way to suggest that in tb» near future 
tha trip from New York to tiaa Franeis- 
oo will be made in nv» duyu, instead ol 
six and a half as at present.

Sheriff Leakey arrested A. W. Din- 


widdie, of Long Valley, last Sunday on 
suspicion ol his having committed a 
murder there in 1877. 
An examination 


was held before Justice Blake yesterday, 
>ut there not being sufficient evidence 
adduced to bind him over for trial, the 
prsisoner was discharged. According 
;o the evidence taken, a man by the 
name of Friend located a piece of land 
near Dinwiddia's ranch in Long Valley 
in 1877. 
Friend had borrowed a rifle 


of J. L. Roberts, and Dinwiddia who 
aad objected to Friend's settling there, 
told Roberts that he would like to hava 
a talk with Friend, but was afraid he 
might have trouble with him as he had 
;he rifle, whereupon Roberts went to 
Friend's cabin and got the gun. On 
tiis return he passed by Dinwiddie's 
house with the gun, and Dinwiddie 
said "now I will go have a talk with 
aim," starting in the 
direction 
of 


Friend's cabin". A few days 
after, 


Roberts saw a large fire in the vicinity 
of the cabin, but at the time nothing 
was thought of the matter. Friend haa 
not been seen in that section since. J. 
B. Roberts testified that in 1880 Din- 
widdia, while under the influence of 
liquor, remarked to him "that his brain 
had saved his life, " and in almost in- 
coherent language told him that after 
seeing J. L. Roberts he went to Friend's 
cabin, but did not find him there, and 
proceeding a short distance was startled 
by Friend raising up from the bushes 
with an ax in his hand, when he (Din- 
widdie) leveled his rifle and shot him. 
Any more than this is not kuown.ijbut 
Friend has not since been seen. It is 
the opinion of many in that seotionjthat 
Dinwiddie killed him, and tli<"i burned 
the body. 
Diuwiddie is about 70 years 


of age and very infirm. His statement, 
while drunk, cannot ba considered as 
amounting to anything, and the evi- 
dence introduced by the District Attor- 
ney did not establish* the fact that 
Friend was dead. The only circum- 
stances connected with the 
matter 


which would lead to suspicion of foul 
play, is Friend's sudden disappearance. 
It is to be hopad that this mutter will 
not rest here, but that a thorough in- 
vestigation be made, aud if Dinwiddie 
has been instrumental in getting this 
man out of the way, that he will ulti 
matety be punished as bis crime de- 
aerves.

Mr. Cassidy gave 
lis piomise before he was nominated 
or Congress, contingent, of course, up- 
on his nomination and election, (at a 
time when his nomination was by no 
moans assured, aud when cartaiuly his 
election was among the shadowy things 
of the future. He does not wish to be 
understood as apologizing for having 
selected Gen. Connor's sou, but make 
;ho above statement in view of the an- 
noyance to which he has been subjected 
on account of the appointment, which 
might have b«en disposed ol more satis- 
factorily by means of a competitive ex- 
amination. 


Before his present term in Congress 


expires he will have the privilege of 
another appointment, which he says he 
will invite a Board of Examimers com- 
posad of the State Superintendent of 
Public Instruction and two other com- 
patant persons to conduct for him. 


Mr. Cassidy says that he was induced 


to give his promise to Gen. Connor for 
two potent reasons. First, he thought 
that the young man was an titled to more 
than ordinary consideration on account 
of the eminent military services of his 
father, who is a veteran of two wars. 
He served through the Mexican war as 
an officer with honorable mention, and 
was promoted for gallantry, and was 
woundcid in the celebrated battle of 
Buena Vista. One of tha results of tha 
Mexican war was the acquisition of the 
territory of which the Stale of Nevada 
is a part. The people of tke Pacific 
Coast at least are familiar with the 
career of Gen. Connor as a commander 
in the war of the rebellion, while the 
lesions he taught tho Indians on Bear 
River, Idaho and Tongue River, Mon- 
tana, are a bright page for him and his 
pioneer neighbors in tho far West. He 
is the only General now living on the 
coast who had served from this coasl 
as General in the civil war. And it 
should be remembered that he com- 
manded the Nevada troops during the 
war. 


Gen, Connor has besu an actual resi- 


dent of this State for nearly 10 years 
past, and has always been materially 
identified with our people through large 
enterprises under his control and large- 
ly under his proprietorship. 


The question was raised iu opposi- 


tion to young Connor's appoiutinant 
that ha is not a resident of Navada. In 
order to settle this question Mr. Cassidy 
communicated with tha Secretary ol 
War, and received the following tele- 
gram from R. C. Drum, Adjutant Gau- 
ciral of the United Stats 3 Army, in re- 
ply : "If your candidate is a minor, 
he is eligible, " which means that the 
residence of the son during his minority 
is determined by that of the father. 


Tha other and immediate motive Mr. 


Cassidv had for making the appoint. 
raent was the impulse of long-standing 
personal friendship f®r Gen. Connor. 
Inspired by this sentiment, and recog- 
nizing the debt of the Government to 
the old veteran, a debt unrequited in 
any substantial manner, he gave his 
word in this way, in a burst of authus- 
iasm, long before election : "General, 
if I'm ever elected to Congress I'll ap- 
point your son." 
This is about the 


whole story. 


If it is possible that young Connor 


may fail to come up to the rigid require- 
ments of tho West Point examination, 
on account of phytical imperfection, or 
for a lack of farnil a ty with the subjects 
in which he will '.a examined. If so, 
the field, Mr. Cassidy assures us, will 
be open to all boys in the State who 
Wish to strive for the appointment in a 
competitive examination conducted as 
intimated above.
